A QUEER CALCULATION. 


TIio rorrcr Tlmt Would Be Heanlrcd 


to Blove the Earth. 


Statisticians somntimea have queer 


ideas. Ouo of them haa amused himself 
by calculating how much energy, water 
and coal it would take to move the 
aarth a foot, supposing that it was sub- 
jected throughout its moss to n force 
equivalent to terrestrial gravitation. 
This is i\ gratuitous supposition, for m 
ipite of its enormous mass tho earth 
weighs nothing. 


Starting with tho fact that the earth s 


mass is about 6,100 million-million- 
million tona, our statistician calculates 
that wo should require 70,000,000,000 
yearn for a 10,000 horsepower eii- 
i-iuo to move our globe a foot. 
The 


boiler that should feed this engine 
would vaporize a quantity of water that 
would cover the whole face of the globe 
with a layer 800 feet deep. The vapori- 
zation of this water would require 4,000 
million-million tona of coal. This coal 
carried iu cars holding ten tons each 
and having a total length of 80 feet, 
would require 400 million-million cars, 
which would reach 80,000,000 times 
nronnd the earth. This train, moving 
at the rate of 40 miles an hour, would 
tako more than 5,000,000 years to trav- 
erse its own length. It would require 
for storage a shed that would cove? 
1,000 times the area of Europe.
